REPRODUCING BIRD SONGS. 


Novel Plan FOP Securing Grnpho- 


phone Records of Their Notes. 


Based on experiments conducted by 


Professor Sylvester D. Judd a project 
is mooted among scientific men to se- 
cure graphophone records of the songs 
of birds, the roars and cries of mam- 
mals and all available animal notes 
for the purpose primarily of assisting 
nature study in American schools, says 
the" Saturday Evening Post.

"St. John's, x. p., lives by its fish- 


tries; nothing worth while is produced 
there, but, according to the unsophisti- 
cated stranger, there is a uoisy and 
vituperative wrangling over the wealth 
tbat conies down from tho coasts/' savs 
a writer in the World's Work. "There 
are some few factories, to be sure, but 
they are too ingeniously managed by 
hnlf. For fn-taacp, a urUlu urabu „ 
tobacco, made at St. John's and ex 
clusively consumed by Ushermen, ii 
sold in the French island of St. Piem 
for hal£ -what it costs the Xewiound 
land 'bay noddle,' and the manufac 
turers pay $15,000 yearly to the pro 
prietor of a rival concern to induce 
him to keep his plant shut down. At 
St. John's, too, is the aristocracy of the 
colony—merchants, middlemen, law 


physicians, officeholders, tricky 


and abusive politicians and colonia 
knights (the visitor may observe on a 
signboard above a little corner store 
"Sir Thomas Morburn, Grocer. Cheap 
Teas'). There is neither sympathy nor 
mercy for the fisherman here, though 
there is a most enthusiastic reception 
for what h'e takes from the sea. He is 
regarded as legitimate prey, is most 
niarvelously lied to before election and 
abused, ridiculed and reviled after- 
ward. But through it all he preserves 
a humble faith in 'all those set in au- 
thority over him.' 


"A doctor of the outports—the inci-

MYSH-ERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 
Fate of Lieutenant Craig Unknown. 


Horse Found Riddled With Bullets. 
The annals of frontier adventure in 


the days preceding and during tha 
Revolution are full of tragic and thrill- 
ing incidents. 
Compared 
with the 


greater events 
which took 
place 


nearer the actual scene of conflict 
with the British armies, these seem 
of minor importance, but they hold in 
themselves a little world of dramatic 
force, and when these hidden happen- 
ings are dragged forth to the light by 
the student of early history they are 
found to possess a'-fascinating inter- 
est 


In the years preceding the Rev- 


olution a band of hardy pioneers made 
their way westward and settled along 
the Loyalhanna river, in old West- 
moreland county, Pennsylvania. Hero 
they found rich and promising lands, 
and they dared the., dangers for tho 
hope of further 
and prosperity. 


The principal houses were fortified 
and became the centers to which tho 
terrified settlers would retreat in casa 
of danger from the Indians. And these 
rude alarms were all too frequent, for 
this region was a ^favorite foragin? 
ground for the red" warriors to the 
north and west. 
Often 
would the 


word be hurried from cabin to cabin, 
and the people-- waald- leave every- 
thing and flee tfo tha nearest fortified 
center for their lives. Generally some 
unfortunates were caught by the red 
whirlwind of warriors rushing from 
:he dark forests, and nearly every at- 
tack found some victims. 


Among the brave men who came ti 


:his wilderness was a man from Nev 
Jersey, Samuel Craig1,''Who held some 
military position of • importance and 
was 
called 
lieutenant, 
t sometime? 


Captain Craig. He was an early set- 
;ler, taking up his patent soon after 
tbe opening of the land office. 
His 


clearing and house were along tho 
•oyalhanna, in old Derry township, 
near where is now the village of New 
Alexandria. Lieutenant Craig was tho 
7ather of several bcms, all of whom 
were actively engaged with him in 
'rentier service. The place of Lieu- 
:eriant Craig's most important duties 
was at Fort Ligonior, and thither h» 
made frequent 
journeys 
from his 


Derry home. The road at that early 
ime was but a rude opening through 
he virgin forest. It was rough an 1 
leset with many dangers. And there 
ras always the peril from marauding 
ndians. 
Lieutenant Craig was the 


owner of a most beautiful mare, and 
!is many trips of r'uty to Fort Lig- 
mier were made on the back of this 
iplendid animal. One day in the fall 
if 1777 he set out on his accustomed 
ride to Fort Ligomrr. His farewell 
o his family that day was his last 
sarting from them When he passed 
iut of their longing sight and was rf> 
eiv«d in the enshad owing forests be- 
•ond the home clearing he left them 
or all time, and pa-sed silently and 
mysteriously from t i e haunts of men 


When the fact of his disappearance 
•ecame known search 
was 
made, 


which was kept m> at intervals for 
many years, but as ati old manuscript 
written by one of h > descendants pa- 
thetically says: 
' \11 efforts of the 


family to ascertain the whereabout^ 
of Captain Crais* T.-ere unavailing"

While our little force of 3.000 men 


wa« holding Snydor's gap in the Cum- 
berland mountain* against tbe Con- 
federates I was detailed as C'olonel 
SK-Chntock's (I don't give his real 
name) orderly. 
Wo were especially 


• n\ioua to concoal our weakness from 
the enemy, and no one was permitted 
to pass our picket's. ' 


Colonel McCliutock became infatu- 


ated with a unman who lived with her 
mother within our lines. 
I rode out 


with him on his visits to her, which 
were mostly made iu the evening. 1 
tound the woman too city bred for tba 
region and learned that she and her 
mother had arrived soon after our 
force. ThiM-o was a young man on the 
place called Dick, who acted us a sort o 
butler, with whom 1 became friendly 
He was a sharp, keon follow, and after 
a bit he let out the information thu 
instead of being an old family servan 
be had been hired to come down from 
Washington for a few woeks. 


There were other things to set me 


thinking, and the colonel hadn't paid 
more than four visits before I became 
suspicious. The colonel was plied with 
liquor at every visit, and ho was al 
ways "cabby" as we returned to 
and sometimes visibly under the influ- 
ence of drink. 
In waiting on them 


Dick had overheard the woman ask- 
ing many questions, and the colonel 
seemed willing to answer them all. 


After the seventh or eighth visit, 


•which covered a period of less than 
three weeks, I was satisfied that the 
colonel was being "worked," but I was 
helpless in the matter. I could not 
speak to him about it. nor did I dare to 
go to tbe brigadier without the plainest 
evidence. Dick and 1 were in full ac- 
cord, and we determined to find out 
just how matters stood. 


It was in summer, with all the win- 


dows in the house open at night. One 
could station himself under tbe sitting 
room windows and hear every word 
spoken inside. 
Mistrusting me, per- 


haps, the widow had always bad a col- 
ored servant on the watch against 
eavesdroppers, but on the night of the 
colonel's ninth visit Dick saw to it that 
this servant, who was a middle aged 
colored man, had too much applejack 
to awake, and the field was left clear. 
But for the issue at stake the act would 
have been contemptible. When I had 
crept beneath one of the windows I 
found the colonel telling all that he 
knew under the widow's cross ques- 
tioning.

It 
was bad enough to give away bis own 
rorce, but the chattering officer went 
further. He gave her the strength of 
:he force at Bronsou's pass and at 
Derby's gap, lying east and west of us. 


Alter hearing what I did, 1 judged 
hat the woman would have some one 
it hand to carry the information to 
he enemy. I bad hardly left tbe win- 
dow when she came out to look for the 
servant who had been made drunk. 
Seeing his condition, she expressed au- 
.ter and disappointment, but was afraid 
o trust any one else with her message. 
She returned to the colonel, and half 
an hour later we rode back to the camp. 


It was easy to figure that word would 


je got to the Confederates next morn- 
ng at tbe latest, and the brigadier had 
nly finished his breakfast when I told 
iy story. He listened without intermp- 
ion, but when I bad concluded he said: 
"Young man, I will send for Dick, 
ind if he does not corroborate you in 
very particular I will have you drum- 
med out of the army. If -you two have 
put up a job in this thing I'll have you 
both shot." 


Dick was not brought into camp, but 


an aid rode out and managed to secure 
an interview with him. Then there 
was riding to and fro. Five hundred
